Washington, June 12 </P) — Rep. 
Fenton (R-Pa) wonders if the army, 
in some instances, isn’t frightening 
away recruits. 
He told the House about an army 
motion picture on t he Battle of San 
Pietro which, Fenton said he was 
informed, had been shown to stu­ 
dents of the Freeland, Pa., high 


school. 
The film, he said, was shown in 
an effort to encourage enlistments, 
and then added: "I happen to be 
one of the first persons to have seen 
the film of tlie Battle of San Pietro 
when I was over in Florence, Italy, 
rn 1944 as a member of the Military 
Affairs committee . . . . It is one of 
the most gruesome pictures im agin­ 
able and it would just simply put the 
fear of God into Hie heart of any 
young boy 17 or 18 who saw it. 
• If is no wonder that the re­ 
cruiting officer who handled the 
arm y's program was unable to se­ 
cure any recruits,’’ 
Fenton said such methods are 
"asinine and ridiculous" and added: 
"I am convinced that if the arm y 
boys would get down to the busi­ 
ness of recruitm ent by using prac­ 
tical m ethods and cutting out such 
foolish requirements as high I. Q. 
tests and .showing pictures as re­ 
ferred to previously maybe we would 
not need the proposed draft."

This time 111 be a little 
more basic by mentioning the fact 
that in many cases where cars have 
seen a lot of service the aelf-demesh- 
lng Is due entirely to wear on the 
gears themselves. This is certain to 
be the case if the wear is the normal 
tooth taper which comes from old 
age. Another cause of gear jumping 
concerns wear on those little notches 
into which the shift locks (detents) 
slip when the shifter rails are moved 
for the various gear positions, If the 
rails cannot be replaced then try 
cutting the notches a little deeper 
and replacing the detents.

CURBING CHERRY LEAF SPOT 
Leaf snot Is the most serious di­ 
sease of both sweet and sour cherry 
trees in the eastern half of the 
United States It is spread by a fun­ 
gus th at lives over winter in infected 
leaves from the 
previous 
season, 
which, of course, are usually allowed 
to Ii'* on the ground beneath and 
a r o u r . the trees. Spores from these 
source.' literally shoot into the air 
to infect new leaves In early May or 
even in late April. Later a new set of 
spores known as summer spores, de­ 
velop from these early infections to 
spread the di.sea e from branch to 
branch 
and from 
tree to tree by 
wind, rain and other carriers. 
Damages resulting from cherry 
leaf spot are measured directly bv 
the num ber of leave*- affected on an 
individual branch or tree In heavy 
outbreaks trees may be almost en­ 
tirely defoliated quite early in the 
summer and the fruit thereby pre­ 
vented from m aturing. Or defolia­ 
tion may occur after harvest time. 
But In all cases the damage Is deter­ 
mined from this well dem onstrated 
principle 
th a t a tree manufacture*' 
m aterials 
from 
its foliage, fruit, 
wood and sap solely In Its leaves. 
And In proportion 
as leaves are 
damaged by leaf spot so the tree 
suffers In health aud eventually in 
productivity. 
This disease m ust be prevented; 
it cannot be cured after infection 
is visible in the 
leaves, 
although 
further spread can be checked after 
the early symptoms are observed. 
In all cases the first evidence of 
leaf spot are small spots, purplish 
at first and later brownish. TTiese 
tray individually be round and later 
by running together form Irregular 
areas of d*ad 
and 
dying 
tissue. 
Where these areas die and fall out. 
leaves show' a shot-hole appearance. 
Numerous leaves may turn yellow 
and drop. 
Control or prevention is fortunate­ 
ly not difficult or costly. The stand­ 
ard spray schedule for cherry trees 
provides 
full 
protection 
This 
is 
based m ainly on the experience of 
commercial 
growers 
over 
several 
years And In mo<t cases these grow­ 
ers know and practice such protec­ 
tive spraying. But the home grower 
or owner of

trees may fail to practice these pre­ 
cautions. 
For m any years growers have been 
using lim e-sulphur concentrate in 
this role, and numerous growers still 
prefer this spray, although some leaf 
injury m ay be suffered But similar 
growers are finding the wettable 
sulphurs safer and almost as effect­ 
ive. In these, as with lim e-sulphur 
concentrate, protection from brown 
rot is attained at the same time.

M ain­ 
tain clean nests and always have the 
hands clean when gathering and 
otherwise handling eggs. Never wash 
dirty eggs. If necessary to remove 
adhering dirt use steel wool, a dry 
stiff brush or .sandpaper. 
Eggs should be marketed at least 
three time a week in hot weather. 
If grading for siz-e and color is re­ 
quired to obtain peak prices, do not 
hesitate to grade. It is likely that 
ungraded, soiled eggs will bring the 
price at which all other low grade 
eggs bring, with no consideration 
for the first grade eggs among them 
Scald
